Catalogs  are  expensive  if  one  tries  to  describe  and  price  all  the  items  to  be 
found  in  a nursery.  I have  a catalog  issued  in  1916  that  will  answer  another 
year. 

This  circular  letter  is  intended  merely  to  call  atention  to  the  mutual  rela- 
tions of  the  homes  that  are  within  reach  to  that  of  the  Home  Nursery.  Nine 
tenths  of  my  trade  comes  to  me  from  Lincoln  and  its  suburbs  and  the  farms 
of  this  and  adjoining  counties.  That  is  my  ideal  of  a real  “Home”  Nursery — 
one  that  you  can  reach  easily  by  street  car  or  auto. 

Mail  Orders.  I am  prepared  and  always  glad  to  receive  orders  by  mail  as 
wel]  as  by  telephone.  I aim  to  pack  all  plants  and  trees  so  that  they  will  reach 
my  customers  safely  whether  by  carrier,  parcels  post,  express  or  freight. 

Prices  will  be  Right.  I am  not  attempting  to  make  a regular  “price  list” 
of  this  letter.  If  you  can  not  come  and  see  my  stock,  just  phone  or  mail  me 
your  order  and  believe  me  that  stock  and  prices  will  be  right. 


“Everything  from  a Strawberry  Plant  up  to  a Big  Shade  Tree* 

is  My  Line  of  Stock. 

No  Junk  or  Graft.  Remember, 
however,  that  I do  not  grow  or 
handle  anything  that  is  not  consid- 
ered hardy  and  reliable  for  this  sec- 
tion of  the  middle  west.  I have  cut 
out  such  non-hardy  plants  as  the 
California  privet  and  such  4 ‘ grafts 5 ’ 
as  the  Himalaya  blackberry — the 
strawberry-raspberry,  etc. 

The  Strawberry  is  a favorite  of 
mine — In  fact  it  seems  to  be  popu 
lar  everywhere.  An  almost  univer- 
sal favorite.  Last  season  was  an 
awfully  hard  season  for  both  the 
berries  and  plants.  I am  expecting 
to  be  able  to  fill  all  orders  for  plants 
at  following  prices :

I have  the  Apple,  Apricot,  Cherry,  Plum  and  Pear. 
I am  “out”  with  the  peach,  but  will  get  them  for  cus- 
tomers who  want  them.  The  standard  varieties  of  the 
apple  and  pear  are  priced  at  40c  and  50c  each. 

Cherries  at  50c  and  75c  each — (2  sizes.) 

Plums  and  Apricots  at  50c  for  first  size.  Rates  per 
100  for  fruit  trees  made  on  request. 

Grape  Vines — Red,  white  and  blue  varieties.  $1.50 
per  12 ; Concords,  1 year — $8.00  per  100. 

Currants — in  red  and  white  at  $1.50  and  $2.00 
per  12. 

Gooseberries— Houghton — 2 yr.  at  $1.50  per  12. 
Large  fruiting  kinds  at  $2.00  per  12. 

Raspberries  and  Blackberries.  Best  hardy  sorts, 
75c  and  $1.00  per  12 ; $4.00  and  $5.00  per  100. 

Shade  Trees.  Plant  the 
Elm,  Maple,  and  Poplar 
for  quick  returns. 

Hardy  Oaks.  I have  some 
dandy  Scarlet  Oaks — six 
years  old  from  the  acorn. 

They  are  the  coming  shade  and  street  tree  in  my 
judgment.  Prices  50c  to  $1.50  each  according  to 
size  and  shape. 

Evergreens  are  one  of  my  specialties.  (Note 
photos  in  first  and  last  pages.)  The  Black  Hills 
Colorado  Blue  and  White  Spruces  are  the  best 
among  the  spruces.  The  Red  Cedar  and  Irish 
Juniper  are  fine  foliage  and  very  ornamental. 

So  are  the  Silver  Cedar  and  Mountain  Junipers. 


Peonies  are  my  favorite  early  perennial.  I have  them  in  good  assortment 
of  colors  and  varieties. 

The  Iris,  Phloxes,  Colnmbins,  Gallardios,  Tritanas,  etc.,  are  all  hardy 
desirable  perennials. 

The  Austrian  and  Bull  Pines  have  long 
needles — rapid  growers — splendid  wind 

breaks.  I have  also  the  White  and  Scotch 
pines. 

My  Ornamental  Shrubs  include  the  lilacs, 
syringas,  spireas,  snowballs,  hydrangeas,  Jap- 
anese barberry,  honeysuckle,  sumachs,  etc., 
etc.  “ Brighten  up  the  Corners”  about  your 
home  by  planting  them. 

The  Amour  River  Privet  is  my  favorite 
hardy  ornamental  hedge.  I have  also  the 
Russian  Mulberry  for  this  purpose.  Esti- 
mates for  making  you  a live  growing  hedge 
will  be  given  on  request. 

Roses  in  the  H.  P.  and  hardy  Tea  varieties. 
Also  the  best  hardy  climbers. 

April  is  the  best  month  generally  for  plant- 
ing but  we  often  begin  in  March  and  end  up 
in  May. 

Fall  Planting  is  safe  and  sane  under  favorable  conditions  of  soil  and 
weather.  I often  plant  hardy  shade  trees  in  November  and  December. 

Free  City  Delivery.  No  charge  is  made  for  delivery  of  orders  amounting 
to  $1.00  or  over  in  Lincoln  or  its  suburbs.  I have  an  auto  truck  now  and  expect 
to  keep  up  closely  with  deliveries. 

A Clean  Bill  of  Health  from  the  State  Entomologist  can  be  furnished  with 
all  my  stock. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  my  patrons  for  their  past  patronage  and 
hope  to  merit  a continuance  of  the  same.
